When 1 war een out, Long Lance went 
overseas as a private in the Canadian 
infantry and retired as a captain 
after three years’ service during which 
which he was wounded at Vimy Ridre 
and Lens, As newspaper reporter, 
author of several books, and lecturer 
he became as well known throughout 
the continent as he had been in his 
younger days for his racing and box- 
ing, Then he was given the leadiig 
part in “The Silent Enemy,” a motion 
picture of the life of the aborigines. 
And here is how this educated, tra» 
velled and sophisticated man showea 
the actuality of a dual Indian per- 
sonality: “All I did in that picture

INCOME LEVELS IN THIS COUNTRY have risen steadily in the past 
few years and most Canadians have had more money to spend than ever 
before. This period of prosperity has followed in the wake of the depres- 
sion of the 1930's and for many people it has been the first time in almost 
a decade that they could adjust their living standard to an adequate income. 
This is trve of farmers as of other classes of workers. In Western Canada, 
drouth as well as the depression had created an economic disaster which 
will never be forgotten by the people here. At that time it was impossible 
for farmers to meet all their financial obligations and many of them were 
forced to go deeply into debt.

In 1937 the prairie farm debt, including arrears 
Figures Given in mortgages, taxes, relief advances, and money 
owed to merchants and banks, was estimated at 
For Farm Debt 805 million dollars, This was 4 very large debt, 
when considered in relation to the size of the population of the prairie 
provinces, At that time it was estimated that the amount owed for mort- 
gages and agreements of sale alone was $166,661,000 of which Manitoba 
owed $29,650,000, Saskatchewan $99,367,000 and Alberta $39,734,000, At 
the end of 1946, however, this debt had been reduced to $52,035,000, with 
Manitoba owing $7,479,000, Saskatchewan $33,879,000, and Alberta $10,- 
677,000, These figures, which are given by the Dominion Mortgage and 
Loans Association, show clearly that the farmers are wisely using their 
increases in income to reduce their debts and to consolidate their financial 


position.

In fact, 
it is considered probable that farmers would pay their accounts to mer- 
chants, municipalities and banks before commencing to pay off their mort- 
gages.

than $270,000,000, In using his increased income to thus reduce his debts 
and strengthen his financial position the prairie farmer has set an excellent 
example to the rest of Canada. Perhaps better than anyone else, he realizes 


that good times do not always last and he also knows that in his case, un-| 


favourable climatic conditions can seriously affect his income, It would be 
well indeed, if everyone in Canada was using the presént period of prosper- 
ity to the same advantage as is the western farmer,

Lying side by side 
with white comrades in fox ‘holes 
of every battle front, the Indian found 
acceptance on a basis that brave 
men know One family of the Cape 
Croker Agency, the McLeods, has a 
magnificent record, The father serv- 
ed in the first war and in the veterans’ 
guard in the recent war; his six sons 
and one daughter enlisted; two sons 
were killed and two wounded, ‘The 
latest message of the Bloods to the 
parliamentry committee closed with 
this expression of loyalty: “Long 
may we remain the children of our 
great white mother, Her Majesty our 
late Queen Victoria.” 

Everyone with sympathy for the 
Indians and care for Canada’s obliya- 
tions will wish to success to the par- 
liamentary committee in its search for 
an Gororable and thorowgh way of 
discharging the Dominion’s responsi- 
bilities to these first citizens of Can- 
ada. It is not enough to save the 
Indian from extinction, If the Indian 
Affairs Branch can provide a fulerum 
to help the Indian reach a new und

white men, Spokesmen ask for full 
control] of Indian lands and exemp- 
tion from land taxation, more auton- 
omy, abolition of denominational 
schools, soval servees, and more 
power over the use of their own band
